Tho misfortunes of war have just caug-ht up to 


Irkutsk," says a bulletin Erom the Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic society which de- 
scribes tho recent capital of the Kolchak government, 
now reported to be captured by the bolshevik!. 


"Forty hours from anywhere, figuratively,- five days 


from Petrograd, literally, in the best of times; farther, 
in fact, from the Russian capital than is San Francisco 
from New York, this Siberian metropolis was too far 
removed to sufEor more than pin pricks from the world 
war, but now is engulfed in its turbulent wake. 


"Not only is Irkutsk a remote city of a sleeping 


tfiant country, but It has been an isolation ward for 
Russia's political exiles. From such a thistle the trav- 
eler usually did not expect much—and was agreeably 
surprised. Until tho storming by the Reds a few days 
ago Irkutsk was a thriving, well built, modern city. 


True, it experienced a'few scratches In February. 


1518, but theso could not compare with the great fire of 
1879, which did irreparable damage to archives con- 
tained in museum, library, government buildings, and 
tho Siberian branch of the Russian Geographical so- 
ciety. 


"But, in rebuilding, Irkutsk was the Baltimore of 


Siberia, and when General A. W. Greely visited. It some 
thirty years later lie wrote: 
" 'Among Siberian cities Irkutsk is noted for its 


churches, orphanages, hospitals, schools, observatories, 
and museums. It is a city 'of imposing buildings, 
bSautiCul homes, and is given to lavish hospitality, 
while Us extended business operations are supplement- 
ed, by all modern municipal equipments, including tele- 
phony and efficient tire service. 
" 'It nvust be added that it has in summer nearly 


Impassable streets, that the prevalence of, unpunished 
crimes is notorious, vchlle it is said by free-speaking: 
Russians that tho inefficiency of its police is only sur- 
passed by the corruption of Its officials.' 


"Irkutsk Is capital of a province of the same name 


which has a million .people. The city's normal popula- 
tion is about that of Omaha, Nebraska. Lake Baikal's 
southwestern shores are but 44 miles east of the city, 
which is on the right bank oE the Angara river. Thus 
Baikal, deepest lake in the world, and largest (except 
for ouv own Great Lakes and Vivtoria Nyanza and Tan- 
ganyika, in Africa) with its five contributory rivers, af- 
fords unusual inland transportation 
facilities. 
The 


Angara, a principal outlet of the lake, .leads to the 
Yenisei river basin, with its 10,000 miles of navigable 
•waterway. 


"Irkutsk had its beginning from the station estab- 


lished there in 1652 for collection of a fur tax from the 
Burials. This curious peoplo still dwelt in t"he Baikal 
lake region. In them, it would seem, the ethnological 
oast and west almost moot. Their business is akin to 
tho herdsmen of our own western plains; their appear- 
ance, with shaved heads and pigtails, like that of tho 
Chinese. In winter they dress like Eskimos, with sheep- 
skins and furs: their summer attire is the oriental gown 
of. silk and cotton. 
( 
"Tho liorses the Btiriats raise figure in the religion 


they cling- to mostf tenaciously. This religion calls for 
sacrifice of the favorite steed at the owner's grave. The 
less faithful am'ong- the .heirs, though, have been known 
to tie. an animal with a tether so frayed that the liorse 
soon broke away to join the herd. 


"Irkutsk is on tho Trans-Siberian railway, a little 


moro than five) days' journey east of. Moscow in peace 
times. 


"Tho Cathedral of the Virgin of Kazan is one of the 


most conspicuous edifices in -Irkutsk, its five domes and 
cietached belfry immediately attracting the eye of the 
visitor. 


One ot tho peculiar customs -which the traveler en- 


countered at Irfcutsh before the war TV-OS, the closing of 
the railway ticket office for tho sale of tickets two days 
prior to tho departure of a. train. He could never de- 
cide to take a trip to Petrograd .(3,792 miles), to Mos- 
cow" (3,384 miles) or to -Vladlv'ostock (2,OOS miles) 'on 
the spur of th.e moment'.*'

But If he in- 
sists upon unreserved ratification, ho probably will 
•wreck the League of Nations.

•wish, tho treaty ratified, but his mistake lies in thinking 
that they will follow him to any lonjrth. Tho effort of 
•the moderate republicans to effect a workable compro- 
mise, which, seomctl very promlslnjr of success a few 
dnya ago, was far better calculated to win popular ap- 
proval than any.

candidate. 


To hold up the treaty to ma-ko it a campaign issue 


would be intolerable. The vote for president would not 
be a fair referendum, because the treaty has many 
thousands of friends who would not wish to vote for a 
third term for Mr. Wilson. 


The treaty is the matter of great, immediate im- 


portance. 
To delay its ratification ought to be as dan- 


gerous as playing1 with dynamite. 


ICrPMNG IS DUBIOUS 


Rudyard Kipling has contributed a poem to the cur- 


rent number of Harper's Magazine, in which he sum- 
marizes his doleful views as to the teachings of the 
great war. He addresses himself to the efforts of those 
who are hoping and striving to. create a new. world-or- 
der, and concludes that there is no reason to look for 
anything better. 


Statesmen of the'"Wilson and Lloyd-George type, who 


would bring- about general disarmament ^and the end of 
wars, Kipling- derisively . dubs- "g-ods of the market 
place." 
He holds them up to scorn as purveyors of 


sugar-coated promises, impossible of fulfilment. Against 
these unstable leaders and false prophets of optimism, 
Kipling- sets up the "gods of copy-book maxims," who 
come along occasionally to remind us of .the inexorable 
truth'that as surely as two and two make four, human 
nature docs not chang-e or improve. 


"Stick to the devil you know" is the copy-book max- 


im which epitomizes Kipling's philosophy. 
Another 


way of putting it would be: "Keep to the old diplomacy, 
the old balance of power alignments, and arm to the 
teeth against the recovery of the foe." 


Kipling is the perfect Tory of the old school, the 


confirmed pessimist, the persistent doubter of mankind's 
good faith. If he be right, the war was fought in vain, 
and will be resumed presently. If we accept his philo- 
sophy, we shall make no effort to create a society of na- 
tions and better international relationships, but shall 
devote ourselves to building new arsenals and greater 
navies. 


Kipling's poem is interesting as a contribution to 


current literature, but it -will not strike a responsive 
chord in a nation whose people believe heart and soul 
in striving for a finer civilization.
